ied men up to the age of 16 to the 
colors. 
Large supplies of munitions of war 


and provisions have reached Rustchulc 
on a Russian steamer which came up.. 
the Danube. 
Two other steamers brought a large 


number of cavalry horses and hospital 
supplies and there were eighty phy- 
sicians and a corps 
of 
nurses on 


board. 


Stop Neqotiations. 


London, Eng.,'Dec; 27.^The peace 


envoys, both of the -Balkan states and 
of Turkey, have adopted the attitude 
of intractibility, which was expected, 
toward 
their opponents' proposed 


terms of settlement. 
Each side de- 


clared the others' demands are pre- 
posterous. 
Third parties'who are in touch with 
toth groups of negotiators, share this 
opinon and .intimate that a period of 
whittling is necessary 
to transform 


the proposal and counter proposals 
into such- shape- -as will enable the1 
peace 
conference, 
assisted 
by the 


friendly pressure of the powers, to 
strike a bargain. 
As a matter- of fact the proposal of 


the. Balkan allies by which they would 
come into possession of the coast of 
the sea of Marmora, is regarded quite 
as impossible of achievement as is 
the Turkish demand that the Ottoman 
empire -be allowed to maintain a 
suzerainty over the coast 
of- the 


Aegean sea, including the city of Sa- 
Joniki. 


The Powers, it^is pointed out, would 


probably veto.the project of the allies. 
which'''would, if carried . into 
effect, 


give Bulgaria practically control of 
the DardanelleV.'

The letter;-''f$ys that the Red Cross 
already .ha§ 'aj.ded more than 100,000 
Turkish' rettfgees to leave Europe and 
to take up'agriculture in Asia Minor. 
The families are agriculturalists and 
they represent for the most part the 
primitive portion of the Turkish popu- 
lation. 
"The situation is very interesting," 


said the Red Cross 
correspondent 


speaking of the farmers' desertions of 
the homes in Europe, for loaded into 
their bullock carts are their families

of legislation 


and entrust the commission to 'draw 
up the, details under the general rule 
aid down by the legislature that the 
>mployer must protect the life, safety, 
lealth, and welfare of his employes. 
In this way a large amount of the time 
of the legislature and the pressure of 
.obbyists is released. 


"The commission has gone about its 


work by bringing together as advisory 
committees the representatives of all 
nterests affected by the law.

A. sounc 
er crop has not been delivered to.th 
packers in some years past, but it i 
not . weighing out as heavy as mos 
growers expected, partly because th 
tobacco was taken down in a rathe 
light case and contains no exces 
moisture that so often is the bare o 
some crops. Then the leaf is thin ii 
texture and while the bundles ar 
bulky, the scales do not show a 
.large a yield per acre as growers e> 
pected. . A yield of 1500 pounds i 
probably exceptional and the most o 
the early portion 
of the crop wil 


hardly exceed 1200 -pounds to 
th 


acre. The tobacco runs uncommonly 
bright in colors and is coming to th 
warehouses in such exceptionally fin: 
condition that very little trouble neei 
be expected in delivery if the crop 
are properly stripped and fillers am 
trash eliminated.

4,756,455 people. Be- 


cause^ so much was said ahout it at

ADMITS HE ROBBED 


PAUL LEUDTKE BAR 


Mark Matthews, Charged With Burg- 


larizing Saloon Last Night,' De- 


sires to Plead Guilty. 


Mark Matthews, a carpenter, ar- 


raigned 
before 
Judge 
Fi field 
this 


morning, charged with breaking into 
the bar-room of Paul Leudtke at 72 
South River Street last night express- 
ed his desire to waive tin usual ex- 
amination and enter a pi a of guilty. 
As there was some clout-' as to wheth- 
er Matthews was enf cly sober and 
fully comprehended tl-j situation, the 
formal receipt of his plea and the 
passing of sentence \vas deferred until 
tomorrow morninrr. 


The robbery, -\ liich was evidently 


committed some time between twelve 
and one o'clot.'-. was first discovered 
by Patrolman Tom Morrissey. As he 
passed the saloon he noticed that the 
ilght •which the ordinances requires 
shall be left burning had been,turned 
out. 
On investigating he found that 


the rear door of the bar-room which 
leads from the! hall-way opening on 
Court Street was open. He then noti- 
fied Mr. Leudtke, the proprietor who 
c-ame down and assisted him in ex- 
amining the premises. 
Thirteen dol- 


lars had been taken from the cash, 
register and two pint bottles of whis- 
key were missing. The burglar had 
?ained an entrance by boring holes 


j in the door near the lock with, an 
• auger so that he could reach his hand 
in and throw hack the bolt. 
. 
The fact that Matthews was in the 
| saloon at the time it was closed for 
the night was one of the circumstan- 
ces that led to his arrest. Another 
was that Patrolman Morrissey met 
him in company with Joseph Kelly 
after the saloon closed. Matthews 
told the officer that he had better 
take Kelly in charge as he was in- 
toxicated and- he might 
freeze to 


death if left alone. 
Patrolman Mor- 


rissey took Kelly to -the station for 
the night and Matthews evidently 
returned to the saloon to do his night's 
work. 


Patrolman Harry Smith placed Mat- 


thews under arrest at about 4.:SO 
o'clock this morning. Matthews .had 
a large auger brace but no bits in his 
possession, the two bottles oi: whiskey, 
and $10.55 of the 5113 he acknowledges 
stealing. He had no explanations to 
make except to tell the police that he 
must be crazy. When he appeared in 
court this morning he seemed very 
morose and penitent. 
Matthews is 


said to be a hard drinker but is not 
known to have been in any trouble 
of this kind before. 
Mr. L'eudtke 


claims that an attempt was made to 
break into his saloon through another ' 
rear door last Monday and several 
cases of empty bottles have .been 
stolen from the place where they were 
piled outside the building.

of System in This City. 


.-' Preparations for the 
establishment 


of the", parcels post system in this city 
are being made by Postmaster C.-L. 
"Valentine at the local postoffice. Par- 
cels post maps, guide books, stamps, 
insurance tags and other equipment 
have been received at the postoffice, 
and "on''January 1, 1913, the new sys- 
tem will be instituted in Janesville. 
in .discussing the establishment of the 
system today, Mr. Valentine particu- 
larly emphasized some.of the features 
of this "newly-created branch of the 
postoffice department. 
"With the es- 
tablishment of .Uie parcels post," said 
lie, "all fourth class mail matter will 
have to be sent with 'the special par- 
cels pbsf, stamp upon it, and each 
package must bear the return card 
•with the name and address of the 
sender. Ordinary stamps cannot be 
used to send parcels post matter, or 
the packages •will have to be held for 
postage. Neither can the parcels post 
stamps be used in sending letters.

Tags for packages that 
have been insured, mustibe tied on 
each package insured, iand; if it is de- 
sired, a return receipt may be secured, 
the same as.in registering other mail 
matter. 


"The general effect of the parcels 


post system will be to increase the 
weight of the mail matter that may 
be sent through the mails and to de- 
crease the cost of sending it. At pres- 
ent the maximum weight of fourth 
class mail is four pounds,.'but under 
the parcels post eleven pounds may 
be sent. Articles-'weighing over four 
ounces must bear the special parcels 
post stamps and the cost of sending 
•will be subject to the pound rate and 
the zone rate. Fourth class matter 
weighing less than four ounces must 
bear the special parcels post stamps. 
but the charges will not be subject to 
the. zone rates, the charge being the 
same for all distances. Where a rate 
of sixteen cents a pound on all fourth 
.class mail matter up to [our pounds is 
now charged, under the parcels post 
the rates are graduated according to 
distance and weight as well. Thus, a 
package weighing four pounds, would 
now cost sixty-four ' centsn.to>' send, 
•whereas a package of the same-weight 
sent by parcels post mighf^be sent 
anywhere in the city for eight''cents, 
in 
the first, zone, anywhere, within 


fifty miles of. the city for fourteen 
cents, and the greatest charge, in the 
eighth zone, which embraces all ter- 
ritory over eighteen hundred mile's 
distant, would be forty-eight cents." 
For a' short time after the system has 
been established here and until the 
people are more familiar 
with its 


workings,' the postmaster" has'"asked 
that all packages to be sent by parcels 
post be-brought to the postoffice in 
order that they may be properly 
mailed. 
The parcels post stamps 
have been issued in denominations of 
1 cent, 2 cents, 4, 5, 10, 15. 20, 25 and 
75 cents. . The city carrier forces are 
to be used in delivering parcels post 
matter, the same as for the delivery 
of fourth class matter.

(2)—1-2 cup of grated cocoanut. 
(3)—1-2 square o[ melted chocolate, 


or 1 teaspoon cocoa, cinnamon flavor- 
ing. 


(4)—1 teaspoon mixed spices, 1-2 


cup chopped raisins, dates, figs, or 
nuts; almond flavoring. Less flour 
may be used and drop from the spoon. 


In making 
these .cookies 
white 


sugar may be used instead of brown 
and sprinkled over 
the top 
at the 


last rolling. A raisin, half of cherry 
or nut may. be placed in the center. 
For children at this .season, use fancy 
cutters, such as 
stars, animals and 
hearts.

mean more to a. child in his Christmas 
than costly gifts.
